$145,000 annually-from^lhe"miIl 
levy is for maintenance only, 
and is not designed .to pay for 
indigent car?. They allege in- 
digent care is to come from the 
indigent budget ($180,000) but as 
of .this writing, it does not ap- 
pear to be the case. 

Hospital officials added that 
the Increased cost to paying 
patients is not grtfat 

The county now levies about 
three mills instead of one and a 
half for the hospital. It brings 
in about $145,000 a year. The 
commissioners feel the hospital 
can make up the difference 
through that mill-levy allotment 
increase. 

The indigent patient is bllle<l 
for the difference, and in most 
cases-t h o so b i lls are— collectcdr 
either by. the hospital or a col- 
lection agency. The commLs- 
sioners feel this is saving 
money. But If the bill is not 
paid, the commissioners feel 
the loss can be assimilated in 
the $145,000 allotment. 

If the bill cannot be collected, 
the commissioners will pay the 
hospital care costs. This often 
happens when a patient dies, 
commissioners said. 

The complex question of nur- 
sing home operators against 
DPA and the county has come 
up recently. U boils down to 
this: DPA pays $225 a month to 
nursing homes for the care given 
a state patient in a State Board 
of Health approved nursing 
home.

WASHINGTON— No roses and 
no . champagne . at an anniver- 
satV the other day that was 
nevertheless a milestone. The 
enthusiasm on the 20th birthday,^ 
of the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy was supplied by vice presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey in 
his own effervescent style. 

In terms of other intelligence 
agencies around the world 20 
years is hardly a shakedown 
cruise. The British have been 
in the intelligence business for 
centuries. As for the Russians 
the system under the czars has 
been vastly expanded by the 
communists both within and out- 
side the 'borders of the Soviet 
Union. Although resources of 
men and money are far smaller, 
professionals award first place f 
to Israel for a network that pro-- 
duces results second to none. 

During the shakedown cruise 
and particularly in the CIA's 
20th year a graph of public ac- 
ceptance of the agency — or 
lack of acceptance — here at 
home would look like the ops - 
and downs of a ski jump. A 
fascinating study of the Ameri- 
can character could be done 
solely in terms of the reaction 
to a Secret Intelligence Agency. 
Is it a necessary adjunct to 
America's big power role ' in a 
woi-ld of tumultuous struggle? 
Or is It an evil excrescence 
alien to free society? 

The answers have been cloud- 
ed by doubts and ambiguities 
reflecting uncertainty over the 
American role. Whether It was 
illusion or reality 25 years ago 
the United States seemed to 
many Americans to be happily 
isolated from the wicked ma- 
chlnalloirs of^piiwer and— place— 
,.in F.uropfi and Mn. The— age-

That word "probably" is the 
catch. The CIA, so far as can 
be learned, does not know for 
sure and that is a serious flaw 
in the intelligence picture. If the 
answer could ..be found vtith cer- 
tainty and thO widely- dispersed 
system shown to have no re- 
lationship to tpissilcs, the United 
States could .conceivably save 
billions of dollars in nuclear 
planning, f"?:- 

The pieces o^ the picture are 
put together like a mosaic from 
hundreds of sources. In thi-s w;iy 
the CIA assembled the mosaic 
that disclosed the presence in 
Cuba in 1962 of ^jlssiles capa- 
ble of carrying nuclear war- 
heads to most American cities. 
The evidence confirmed by the 
U-2 flights brought a confronta- 
tion with the Soviets and NIklta 
Khrushchev's eventual retreat. 

Cuba Is, of course, a aoro 
point. The grave miscalculations 
of both intelligence and military 
estimates led to the fiasco of 
the Bay of Pigs invasion in 19G1. 
That was a conspicuous public 
blunder that did the agency 
great harm.

"Through these lifesaving devices, 
the millions of Americans who hiave 
given to the March of Dimes will 
once again be aiding the helpless 
victims of infantile paralysis," says 
foundation president Basil O'Ctbnnor. 

Remember 
the long lines of people at schools 
all over the nation waiting for polio 

_vaccine?

Reds, Leftists Count Wide 
Gains In French Elections 



PARIS (AP) — Communists 
and less radical leftists counted 
wide gains today in French re- 
Rional council elections after 
joining forces in a campaign 
against President Charles De 
Gaulle's policies at home. The 
Communists tripled their seats. 

Gaullists pitned .some ground, 
but tlie election Sunday showed 
grassroots dissatisfaction will) 
the government's economic and 
•social . reforms, and a well- 
organized campaign by Commu- 
nists. 

Renewing their electoral alli- 
ance with I-rnnce's Socialist 
ponies, the Communists picked 
up 119 scats over 19G1, raising 
their total representation in re- 
gional councils to 17.^. Non- 
Communist leftists won 667 
seats, a gain of five.
